ae Decision of Ap ~~ 
ourt Turns Down Plea 
Injunction 


The application tor an interim in- 
junction to restrain the city from pro- 
ceeding with the advertising of the 
proposed sale of city lands for arrears 
of taxes has been dismissed by a,ma- 
jority decision of the judges of the ap- 
pellate court. Chicf Justice Harvey, 
Justice Stuart and Justice Walsh have 
decided that the cost of advertising, 
while seemingly exhorbitant when re- 
garded in the lump sum, fs not at all 
prohibitive, and order that the appli- 
cation be dismissed with costs, 

A minority judgment by Justice 
Beck was also brought down yester 
day, in which he would allow’ the 


case to come up for a nearing, he re- | 


garding the eet cost of advertis- 
ing as an exhorbitant remuneration to 
the newspapers. 

The judgment rendered by Stuart 
J. (Judges Harvey, Walsh and Ives 
concurring, Mr. Justice Beck dissent- 
ing.) is as follows: 

My view of this matter is that the 
court ought not to interfere, There 
was no case at all made out for stop- 
ping the sale itseif. The only cons 
ceivable ground of complaint lies in 
the extremely large amount of money 
that the city is proposing to advance 
to cover the cost of publishing the 
necessary advertisements, Section 35 
of the statutes makes it obligatory to 
publish the advertisement in a daily 
newspaper published in the city. 4 
there admittedly only two daily new 
papers published in Edmonton it is 
obvious that the city treasurer has 
not been given by the legislature very 
much opportunity for choice or busi- 
noss negotiation, The statute does not 
make it obligatory upon the news- 
papers to publish the advertisement. 
If they like they may refuse to do 
so altogether and there can be no 
legal sale at all. The provisions of the 
criminal code in regard to illegal 
combinations in restraint of trade ap- 
parently do not refey to contracts for 
doing such work ag building houses 
or railways or printing advertise- 
ments, but seern to deal only with 
trade in goods and merchandise In 
any case, I think there is scarcely 
enough in the evidence before us to 
show that the city treasurer or the 
city council did not act in good faith 
and did not do the best they could 
with the restriction placed upon them 
by the legislature and T would hesi- 
tate to hold the publishers had done 
anything illegal when they are nbt 
before us to defend their action. 

The advance of the necssary money 
out of the general city funds is tem- 
porary only. There is no suggestion 
made in the material before us that 
this advance will not be recouped out 
of the proposed sale. What is really 
happening isthata number of people 
who have not paid their taxes are 
complaining that the addition of 
$1.20 to the charges against each 
lot with respect to which they are 
in arrears, as for the cost of adver- 
tising that lot for sale, is unreason- 
able and they want the court to stop 
the sale on that account. They could 
stop the sale in another way, that is, 
by paying their taxes. Usually, an in- 
junction ig not granted when there 
is another perfectly satisfactory rem- 
edy. Of course, if a certain Jot is not 
sold, the $1.20 which it will have cost 
to advertise it must, in the meantime, 
be paid out of the general revenue 
ofthe city, but it will be added to the 
charge against the partTular lot and

Nearly $30,000,000 a Day 


London, Feb. 9.—Right Hon. Bonar Law, the 'Times says, will 
ask the House of Commons on Monday for £550,000,000, — This is 
the largest amount asked at a single sitting by aay statesman in | 


Britain’s financial history. No less than £200,000,000 are needed 
to earry on the war till Mareh 31, the end of the fiseal year, the 
Times says. ‘‘We therefore are spending now in five or six 
weeks as much as we spent in a year immediately before the war. 
A second vote of £350,000,000 is needed to give a good beginning 
in the next financial year.”’ 

This bring the total, according to the Times’ tabulation, to 
£4,082,000,000, an average expenditure in 1914-15 of £1,500,000 
per day. This grew to £3,500,000 per day in 1915-16 and nearer 
£6, 000,000 than £5,000,000 per day in the middle of 1916-17.

The grati- 
fying point is that there is shown 
a disposition to look into the de- 
tails as to how our school business 
is being carried on, That is some- 
thing new, and to be encouraged. 
Hitherto school matters have been 
regarded too much as lying out- 
side the realm of legitimate 
popular discussion, It is time for 
a change. The management of our 
schools should be subjected to as 
full, careful and continuous at- 
tention on the part of the public 
as the conduct of that portion of 
our civic affairs which is under 
the supervision and direction of 
the city council. 


The Journal agrees with Judge 
Galt that Hon. Robert Rogers is 
not a man whose word is to be 
believed—at least, not: when he 
says the Southams tried to raid the 
Dominion treasury and were 
headed off by himself. That is as 
it may be. The quarrel is among 
friends, and outsiders are not call- 
ed upon to show partiality. But 
when the Journal tries to mini- 
mize matters by blaming the Ot- 
tawa Citizen for criticising Mr. 
Rogers because, moved by Liberal 
prejudice, it goes beyond the 
bounds. The Citizen is not, and 
never has been, ‘‘the recognized 
‘exponent inthe capital of the 
**views of the Liberal opposition.’’ 
It is true that some few years ago 
the Citizen woke up to find the 
public aware that both the other 
papers in Ottawa were under the 
thumb of the Nationalist-Con- 
servative Government, and that 
any chance it had of oceupying a 
field of its own lay in appealing to 
those who were disposed to differ 
with the Government. With the 
same caleulating treachery with 
which in 1911 it declared recipro- 
city to be the best policy for 
Canada and then turned about 
and helped to beat reciprocity, the 
Citizen met the new situation by 
starting to throw bricks at the 
yentlemen it bed helped put w 


power against its declared con- 
vietions. As it had the range and 
knew the lay of the land it is un- 
questionable that some of its argu- 
ments have got home and done 
damage. But so far as noted the 
Citizen has never claimed to be a 
Liberal paper, and it has certainly 
never been in any way recog- 
nized as the mouth-piece of cither 
the Opposition in Parliament or of 
the Liberals of the city of Ottawa. 
Mr. Rogers may or may not be 
speaking the truth in saying that 
disappointed greed induced the 
Southams to turn their Ottawa 
paper against him: the Journal's 
explanation that they were im- 
pelled by prejudice Government 
Liberal party or for Liberal princi- 
ples is absurd. 

President Wilson still persists in 
trying to think the Huns may not 
be as fiendish as they claim to be. 
He must. be getting lonesome away 
out there by himself, 


Mr. Michener’s speech on 


the 
reply to the address yesterday 
was neither notably worse nor 


particularly better than the first 
time he delivered it. 

It was great good fortune that 
the wreck of the 238rd Battalion 
troop train did not result in heavy 
Joss of life. There has been no 
suggestion of enemy sympathizers 
having tampered with the track, 
but in all such cases a vigilant in- 
quiry should follow promptly as a 
matter of course. 

In view of subsequent develop- 
ments it is to be assumed that 
“peace without vietory’’ is with 
President Wilson an ideal rather 
than an objective. It can hardly 
be supposed to be his wish now 
that the power whose brutal viola- 
tion of international law has led 
to the severance of relations with 
the United States should be allow- 
ed to escape punishment for its 
crimes, and to secure a truce which 
would enable it to prepare for an- 
other attempt to destroy civiliza- 
tion. 

The Canadian Daily Record, 
which is the official publication 
issued by the Canadian War Re- 
cords Office in London, to units of 
the Canadian expeditionary force 
in France and England, contains 
the following paragraph of local 
interest in the issue of January 
20th: ‘‘The Edmonton branch of 
‘the Women’s Council is the only 
‘‘one in Canada to date which has 
“rejected the recommendation 
“originating with the women of 

Montreal in favor of conserip- 
‘tion. The Calgary council en- 
‘*dorsed the resolution that, being 
‘dissatisfied with the present un- 
‘‘democratie method of recruiting, 


‘faction should be taken by the 
‘‘Rederal Government immedi- 
‘‘ately.’’ 

Mr. Hermenegilde Boulay, 
LL.D., M.P. for Rimouski, Que- 
bee, has a motion before Parlia- 


ment that no woman employed in 
the Dominion civil service shall be 


paid more than $800 per year. 
Hermenegilde evidently holds 
with the good old idea that a 


woman’s sphere is the home; but 
he carries it to the extreme when 
he proposes to coerce young wo- 
men into matrimony by setting a 
discriminatory limit on the 
amount of wages they can earn in 
competition with men, Inéiden- 
tally, the Parliamentary guide 
notes that Hermenegilde has a 
family of thirteen children, It is 
to be feared Mr. Boulay is an- 
other instance of a perhaps well- 
meaning man hampering a good 
idea by trying to help it along. 
He is more likely to encourage the 
girls to stay out of matrimony 
than to get into it, 

If the Opposition in the Legis- 
lature are on principle opposed to 
the construction of railways in the 
northern portion of the province 
they might as well say so, That 
is the impression they have creat- 
ed by a campaign of critical chat- 
ter about railway construction in 
the north, which seems to be aim- 
ed simply at arousing hostility to- 
ward the Government amoung peo- 
ple in the older seetions of the pro- 
vince, It is time that these 
separation tacties were abandon- 
ed, unless Mr, Michener and his 
followers are prepared to frankly 
oppose the opening up of the

PROBLEMS OF THE WAR 


' Ottawa, Peb, 2.—Legistlation to pro- 
vide for the borrowing of one hun- 
dred million dollars for ordinary ex- 
penditure and to mect maturing obli- 
gations was brought down in the 
Houst yesterday by the Finance Min- 
ister, He announced that two hun- 
dred and fifty million dollars more 
would have to borrowed in Canada 
and the United States, and other sums 
in Britain to carry on the war, The 
net debt of Caneda on March Stst, 
1914, was three hundred and thirty- 
five millions, On Jannary Sist, 1917, 
it was seven hundred and forty-five 
millions. The Finance Minister be- 


lieved that the revenues of the cur- 
rent year would pay all ordinary cap- 
ital expenditure, and between sixty 
and deventy millions of the principal 
of the war expenditure, The special 
business taxes imposed last year had 
in ten million dotlars. He 
amount next year. 
legislation was agreed to without 
contentious discussion. 

The Prime Minister introduced the 
war vote of five hundred million dol- 
lars. The war expenditure had been, 
in 1914-15 sixty million dollars—in

A 
discussion > between the Premicr 
and the ex-Minister of Militia which 
brought out the extraordinary admis- 
sion that such directions had been 
given and that the ex-Minister himself 
had been a party to them. Both the 
Premier and = the ex-Minister of 
Militia agreed that there had been con- 
sideration given to the objections of 
the munition makers of Ontario and 
the steel and coal operators of Nova 
Scotia aguinst recruiting being push- 
ed among their ployees. In order 
to bring the matter more directly un- 
der control an Order-in-Council was 
pussed directing that battalions 
should not be authorized except by an 
Order-in-Council,. It seems unthink- 
able that afte er had pledg- 
ed the honor of Can raising 
he and 
his Government, including the ex-Min- 
ister of Militia, should have at the in- 
stigation of the munition makers and 
the steel and coal om rs deliber- 
ately and rposely r ed recruit- 
ing to the fit of people, 
while in agricultural sections of the 
country, such as Alberta, the oumber 
Of battalions authorized was out of all 
proportion to the numbers in other 
parts of the country, and besides re- 
cruiting was allowed by units from all 
over Canada to the det ent of local 
battalions. 

Some days ago 


in Parliament, Mr. 
Turiff, member for Assiniboia, made 
an assertion that the Prime Minister 
had told a Toronto delegation that he 
v not favorable to the pushing of 
cnhlistment and he ered to prove his 
statement if giv a committee of the 
Hous®, Mr. Turif’s statement was 
startling. It was promptly denied by 
the Prime Minister. While the denial 
might have been justified on grounds 
of detail, the broad principle was of- 
ficially admitted by the Prime Minis- 
ter, and the Minister of Militia as 
well, on the floor of parliament in yes- 
terday's discussion. 

The question of National Service 
naturally came up during the discus- 
sion on enlistment. The Premier was 
pressed for a definite statement as to 
the purpose of “National Service.’ 
He replied that it was an effort on thie 
part of the Government to. secure 
knowledge of the available man- 
ower of the country with a view to 
ts employment in industrial or mili- 
tary service, He gave no indication as 
to how, when, or under what condi- 
tions such employment was to occur. 
Mr. Bennett, Director of National 
Service, was not present. To a state- 
ment of the obvious fact that a re- 
quest fovoluntary replies could not 
possibly secure even measurably ac- 
curate information as to the man- 
power of the country the Premier 
made no effective answer; nor did he 
give any consideration to the tact of 
the removal of many thousands of 
able bodied nten to the United States 
ws a direct result of the public dis- 
cussion regarding National Service. 
As to the further obvious fact Ghat a 
Government a that it 
would distribu power of 
the country between military and in- 
dustrial service naturally stopped of- 
fers of voluntary service, he had 
nothing to say. So far as could be 


gathered from the real purpose be- 
hind the National Service proposals 
was to give exemption from enlist- 


ment because of the pressure of pub- 
lic opinion to able bodied men desired 
for wees in munition factories or steel 
works,

William Gilbert Tells How He Has 
Solved Some Problems of 
Hog Raising 
The proportion of profit to the} 

of production of hogs is higher 


today than it has ever been before, is 


the opinion expressed to The Bulletin 
by William Gilbert, the well-known 
swine-breeder of Stony Plain, who 
was in the city this week attending 
the meeting of the directors of the 
Albert Provincial Swine Breeders’ 
Association Mr. Gilbert — re ed to 
The Bulletin some of his experiences 
in hog-raising, in the hope that they 


will be useful to others. 

The biggest problem in the raising 
of hogs for the market, he says, is in 
regard to the feed and the conditions 


under which they are fed. Many 
farmers, Mr, Gilbert declared, do not 
study enough the merits of the par- 


ticular feed they are giving their fat- 
tening hogs. A large portion of hogs 


in this country are stunted by the 
heavy and expensive grains, while a 
lighter and ¢heaper balanced ration 


would not only be @ more economical 
feed, but it would produce larger 
ns, and greater revenue from a 
smaller outlay. 

The Early Peeding Period, 


Too much barley and oat re often 
used in the feeding of p during 
the first four months of the feeding 
period, he continued, The feed at 
this time should consist of lighter 
feeds, such as oat ehop, shorts and 
bran, with a percentage of roots and 
succulent feed. The heavier feeds 
have a tendency to create fat and 


Stop the growth of the pig up to that 


age. Part of the feed during that 
period can be supplied at little cost 
in the form of pastures 

A mixture of rape and oats makes 
a very good forage crop for a hog 
pasture. Spring barley is suited to 
spring feeding, and winter rye comes 
in handy for fall forage. The general 
use of pastures reduces the cost of 
production, for it reduces the cost of 
labor connected with the feeding 
With water convenient to the pas- 


ture the labor problem is reduced to 
the minimum, and the production of 
pork during that stage becomes al- 
most automatic, as far as the farmer 
is concerned, for the pigs feed them- 
selves, and all the farmer does ts to 
watch them grow. 

After a pig is four months old, Mr. 
Gilbert thinks that fifty per cent. of 
its rations should be wheat and bar- 
ley and the balance oats and shorts. 
The feed for finishing the fat hog for 
the butcher's market can be wheat 


and barley. At present market prices 


the feed grades are more profitable 
for the feeding of hogs 
Production of Fat Pork. 

The producer of fat pork has some 
difficulties, but some of these diffi- 
on this year’s crep for his returns, it 
is another matter.

shown, but they must be guaranteed 


to be of strong vitality to ensure their

« “Regarding the country in general 
north of the Peace River, I should 
like to put myself on record as a

Unthrifty Pigs. 

One of the causes of unthrifty pigs 
is the presenee of worms. On, the 
Gilbert farm, it has been found that 
worms in pigs can be eradicated by 
the feeding of coal or coal slack, or 
by mixing sulphate of iron in the 
feed, or giving a small dose of tur- 
pentine to each pig at intervals. If 
lice are troublesome, they can be re- 
moved Wy greasin the pig behind 
the ears where th» lice locate. In the 
summer time the animals can be 
given a bath in some standard solu- 
tion, In winter weather the grease 


can be applied to the parts affected, 

or an automatic olling and rubbing 

post can be erected in the hog yard 
In the Barly Days. 

When Mr. Gilbert came to Edmon- 
ton in 1903, he wi é«odre ds pork 
bought at 03.75 per hundredweight on 
the Edmonton market. The pigs had 
been raised on «a farm near Fort 

skatchewan and slaughtered on 
the farm by the farmer, who hauled 
the pork to Edmonton. The producer 
was satisfied because he sold at the 
top of the market at that time, und 
it was much more convenient and 
profitable to thus market one load 
of hogs, even at that price, than it 
would have been to team to Hdmon- 
ton the grain crop which had been 
fed to the pigs 

Teed was cheaper then than now, 
but the ratio between the price of 
pork ,and the price of grain, both 
then and now, shows in favor of the 
production of pork on the farm, and 
the feeding of the grain crop on the 
farm by the grail grower
